The plan indicates tlrat 4 inches of topsoil was salvaged, yet l2 inches will be replaced
upon reclamation. Please explain wltere the additional 8 inches of soil material will
come from. If this material is overbr,rrden, it needs to be stated in the plan. (LK)

107.6 Concurrentreclamation
The concurrent reclamation plan included in tlre notice states that "As soon as significant
atnounts of limestone are rerloved, and a hole develops, the overburdeu is backfilled in
these locations with adozer." What size of hole rvill be considered significant? Please
be more specific at what point conclrrreut reclamation rvill take place. (DJ)

R647-4-ll2 - Variance

The amendurent includes a variance request for approxirnately I .3 acres of pre-existing
disturbance (pre-law pit) that had been backfilled by the operator. While this variance lrad previously
been approved, the area is l.low currently being used as part of the ongoing operations (overburden
storage) and tlre operator will be expected to reclairn this area. The requested variance is denied. (LK)
